Having received a very polite card of invitation, writ­ 
ten in Chinese characters, from Miss Afoug Moy, desir­ 
ing a special interview, before she made her appearance 
in public, we repaired, as in duty bound, to lier resi­ 
dence, iSo. 8 Park Place, to pay our respects in due 
form and to felicitate her on her safe arrival from the 
celestial empire. 
W e were determined to put the best 
fo ot foremost, and to show her that we are not quite so 
uncivilized and such barbarous vandals as she had been 
taught td believe by the great patriarch of her country, 
I on-Ju-chp.t (Confucius.) 
Large gilt letters in Chi­ 
nese on either side the door indicated her dwelling, and 
presented rather a novel and certainly not unpleasing 
contrast among the brass plates and bell handles of the 
bourgeoisie in the neighborhood.

And it must be confessed, they too often succeed, to 
the disgrace of those young traders and others, who 
pretend to so much intelligence, but who never think or 
understand for themselves, but always as they are di­ 
n g e d from high authority. 
A premium of one per 
cent, on silver has not the least connexion with the 
“ Jackson gold coftcern.” 
Dollars and half dollars 
have been above p ar, from half to three, four, and five 
per cent., time and again, before the “ Jackson gold con­ 
cern” W at thought of. 
American half dollars often 
Command a premium, to ship to China, India, or else­ 
where beyond the Cape. 
When exchange on London 
is high, and silver bullion brings a good price in Kngland, 
it then becomes better to make remittance in silver than 


in exchange. 
All foreign silver, whether coined or uncoined, is 
mere bullion in England, and the price is constantly 
fluctuating. 
It is simple merchandize, and when it is 
shipped from this country, the calculation of profit is 
made on the same principle, as when cotton or any 
other article is exported. 
There was never, perhaps, so 
much silver in tin; country as there is at this time, and 
there was never less danger of its becoming scarce.— 
'I’he people, therefore, need not regard the croakings 
of tho W hig panic makers. 
'I'he U. S. Dank alone has 
now between fourteen and fifteen millions of silver in 
ils vaults, to Nay nothing of all the State Banks through­ 
out the country. 
O f what consequence, therefore, is 
the shipment of fifty thousand dollars, a mere trifie, to 
India? 
It is probably an adventure to Calcutta, or it 
may ho a remittance of funds by the missionary socie­ 
ties. 
Molehills are magnified to mountains by Whig 
spectacles. 
If the rate of British exchange should become so 
high as to produce a re-exportation of silver, the fault 
will lie— not with the “ Jackson gold concern,” which 
can have no connexion with it— but with the U. S. Dank, 
the operations and manœuvres of which may, by and by, 
possibly have this effect. 
In the height of the late dis­ 
tress, and partly to increase it, «3 well us to make a 
great speculation, the Dank refused to buy exchange 
from the cotton planters and shippers. 
Such was the 
panic and the inability among the merchants, brokers, 
and importing Ii o u r c s , that none would buy for their 
future occasions. 
T he olanters and shippers, were, 
however, compelled to sell, and thus exchange was 
reduced below* par. 
At this critical movement, the Bank 
privately purchased all it could, and became, in fact, 
the monopolizer of nearly all the exchange in the mar­ 
ket. 
It had lately between four and five millions of 
dollars in exchange on London, which it holds at n 
high rate. 
If this rate be placed so high by the Dank, 
that it will be more advantageous to export silver than 
to buy this exchange, then, indeed, large quantities of 
silver may be sent out of the country, but not other­ 
wise. 
'I'he bank, this winter, will consult its own in­ 
terest and the interest of the bank 
;»» ruanlvina 
whether to create another panic and distress, or not.— 
1 am inclined to think, that either it cannot, or it will 


not dare to do it. 
There is another point of view, in which this ex­ 
change speculation may be considered. 
T he bank par­ 
ty and the tariff party are sworn allies. 
If they suc­ 
ceed, the rich manufacturers will vote for the renewal 
of the bank charter, and the rich stockholders of the 
bank will vote for the restoration and increase of the 
high duties. 
T hey, therefore, on all occasions, play 
into each other’s hands. 
It was known that the im­ 
porters of English goods would not, under the existing 
panic, dare to order goods, or to take advantage of the 
low price of exchange to obtain goods cheap, which 
would have injured the manufacturers. 
Exchange was 
therefore allowed to fall to its lowest rate, before the 
hank monopolized it. 
So soon as the panic was well 
over, and, in consequence of the rev ival of business, 
the importers began to think of ordering goods and pur­ 
chasing exchange, the rate was immediately enhanced 
by the Dank. 
T he importer is now compelled to pay- 
six or eight per cent, premium. 
This enhances the ac- 
tuul cost of his good3 in the same ratio. 
T he price and 
profits, at which they are sold here, must be increased 
in the same proportion. 
’I'he operation is precisely 
like an additional duty of 8 or 10 per cent, in favor of 
the American manufacturer. 
It not only increases the 
price of the E n g lish goods to the American consumer, 
but has the same effect also upon A m erican goods.— 
Thus, the farmer and mechanic, in consequence of the 
hank monopoly of exchange, pay 8 or 10 per cent, 
more than they otherwise would, for what they wear, 
which goes into the pockets of the manufacturers and 
bank stockholders. 
Tkfet on English manufactures is 
paid, in the shape of premiums on exchange, to the l T. 
S. Bank, and that on American fabrics is paid, by the 
advance of price and profits, to our own rich manufac­ 
turers.

B enjam in Lurkum — I was with the Mexican when 
the robbery was committed, 
[T he witness looks to­ 
wards the prisoner Win*, ftc Carpenter of the pirates, 
and says—“ I aaw that a an in the boat with the first 
party that came on board. ] 
[T he witness was one 
of the boat*» crew, that v\ nt in pm-uance of the pirate’s 
summons, alongside of their schooner.} 
\ \ hen they 
ascended the Jaexk an, I was IdVm the boat, and when 
I was bailing her out, 1 board a noise on board, and 
thinking that the pirates vverc murd "ring the crew, I 
left the boat, and crept into the forecbains, and crawled 
out of the way. 
[YY itness puts his hand on Ruizv 
»boulder, and continues—“ I first recognized Ruiz among 
the prisoners at ¡Salem— I don’t recollect that 1 told any­ 
one at that time, that I recognised him— I can’t swear 
that Ruiz is the man, bull think he is the man.” ] 
John B a ttis— 18 years old— was one of the Me*¡can 
crew— I see two men here who were among the pirates 
— [w itness goes up to the prisoners, and puts his hand 
on Ruiz and Boyga— Ruiz, with great indignation and 
energetic gesture, says— “ You say you saw me ? 
Y ou 
lie.” 
T he witness first recognised these two men on 
bond of the British man-of-war brig Savage, in Salem 
harbor. 
They were on bonid the Mexican 3 or 4 
hours— 1 »aw these two men every time I went on deck 
— 1 h ive no doubt that Ruiz is one of them— I can 
swear, too, that Boyga is one— when they first came 
on hoard I was not much alarmed—began to be alarmed 
when they showed their knives, and began to abuse us— 
their knives about a foot long, and both edges sharp. 
'J'homas F uller.— I was one of the Mexican crew— 
there is one man here that 1 think I know to be one ol 
the pirates that boarded us. 
[W itness goes up to point 
out and identify Ruiz, and strikes him a violent blow on 
the shoulder, und then retreated from him us swillly as 
if he had touched an unclean thing, or touched off a keg 
of gunpowder. 
This vulgar, and, indeed, cowardly ac­ 
tion, was resented by all the prisoners, who nearly all 
rose up, and expressed themselves with the most indig­ 
nant gesticulation. 
W hen Ruiz was requested by the 
interpreter to he seated and still, he rose and repeated 
a pantomime of the blow he had received, and striking 
his breast with his right hand, exclaimed, in Spanish— 
“ It ought not to be suffered in any tribunal, for any one 
to strike such a blow— it is unnatural,” (i. e. cruel.) 
'I'he whole court was thrown into temporary confusion, 
by this uncourteous recognition.] 
T he witness contin­ 
ued, “ I am not certain that he is one, but I think he 
is—one thing I saw him do, was to beat the steward, 
with a baton, below deck in the forecastle.” 
This witness, when asked if he struck the prisoner so 
hard out of any particular enmity to him, replied, that 
he had no more hostility to him than the rest, and the 
whole affair was dismissed by Mr Dunlap humorously 
remarking, that “ if he hud struck lighter he would have 
testified harder.” 
B enjam in U aniells— was one of Mexican crew— 
puts his hand on Ruiz’s shoulder, and says that he was 
one of the pirate crew, 
['i'he witness touches the pris­ 
oner lightly, and receives a smile from him for his cour­ 
tesy, which was quite agreeable after the preceding ruse 
ile bear he had been subjected to.] 
I am certain, confi­ 
dent, that he is one of the men— he was driving us 
round with the rest of the five that first came on board. 
[In reply to Mr Child, “ I uin aware that bis life de­ 
pends on my testimony.” —Judge Story : “ that was 
not a proper question ! the witness is not to he presumed 
to know what may depend on his evidence.” 
Mr C. 
then endeavored to get at an answer, by a more indirect 
und circumlocutory interrogatory, but Judge Story ruled 
it out peremptorily.] 
Thom as C harles H en ry R i/lgeley, colored man— 
I had a good chance to see them as they came on board 
— I was standing on some spars, and laying my body 
on top of the camboose— [witness goes up and identi­ 
fies Boyga and Antonio Ferrer, the colored boy]— Fer­ 
rer was on board of the schooner, at the time— he was 
seated on the foretop gallant yard—the schooner was 
close enough to us for me to see the scars ou his face— 
[Ferrer here rose, and said, with a sneering smile, and 
a very graceful waive of the hand— “ You must have 
very fine eyes.” 
John L ew is— colored— I was steward of the Mexi­ 
can— [puts his hand on Ruiz und says, “ he beat me 
*».• 
with an oak baton, because I 
would not tell him where the money wns— lie broke 
the baton into three pieces with striking m e.” ] 
Mr Child to Lewis— You and the witness have been 
kept together. 
W hat have you been talking adout ? 
L ew is— W e have been talking about nothing. 
Evidence of Joseph Perez, one of the Pirate crew, taken by 
the government, for a U. S. witness. 
Mr Dunlap requested Mr Dadlam, the interpreter, to 
say to Perez—“ You are now put to the bar as a witness ; 
and if you tell the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, you will not be prosecuted.” 
Judge Story instructed Mr Badlam to repeat Mr Dun­ 
lap’s proposition to Perez, by one sentence at a time, 
and to add—“ If you do not tell the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth, you will be liable to be 
-prosecuted as much as any other of the pirates” — and to 
add the distinct question to him — “ Are you willing to 
testify upon these conditions ?” 
This question being answered in the affirmative, a 
Bible, certified by the Bishop to be such, was produced, 
and with his left hand on the New Testam ent portion of 
the Scriptures, and the right one raised, he was sworn 


according to the most solemn form known. 
© 
Judge Story then asked, through the interpreter— “ Do 
you believe God will punish you, if you testify falsely ?” 
Perez answered affirmatively, and the examination 
proceeded ; he testified as follows, with the exception 
of such omissions, as are not deemed essential :— 
Joseph Perez. 
I was born in the island of Marguer- 
itta, in Colombia; am about 22 years old. 
1 was tak­ 
en to Havana in a vessel, a prisoner, and stayed there 
four months. 
Afterwards, about two years and four 
months ago, 1 joined the I’indu at Havana; Pedro Gi- 
bert, now present, was her commander; Bernardo de 
8oto, present, was bar mate; Francisco liuiz, present, 
was her carpenter; all of the prisoners were of the 
crew, but all the crew are not here. 
W hen we sailed 
from Havana, there were 30 in all, including the offi­ 
cers. 
W hen we sailed from the mouth of the harbor, 
in passing Moro Castle we were bailed— “ where 
bound ?” 
W e answered, to St. Thomas and Principi, 
on coast of Africa, and our Captain’s name given “ Pe­ 
dro Gibert.” 
YYre sailed at 8 in the morning, some­ 
where about the 20th or 26th of August. 
YVe first 
spoke a corvette; on the 20th of September, at 4 in 
the morning, I first saw the American brig, heading 
south; the Captain was asleep; it was the 2d mute’s 
w atch; the captain got up and ordered the schooner to 
he put about; we tacked ship and stood for the brig. 
W hen it began to be more light, the brig altered her 
course to west, with all sails set; our schooner then set 
all her sails. 
I was stationed in the foretop; at hall 
past 6 1 sung out, “ A sail 
it was to windward of the 
American brig; I should call it a schooner brig. 
About 
8, the Mexican altered her course and sailed south; the 
Pinda loosened her sails and stood for the brig; a sailor 
on board went forward to the bows and lired a musket: 
the Mexican hove to, and hoisted an American flag : 
the I’inda hoisted a Colombian flag. 
A sailor, who 
spoke English, hailed the brig, “ W here do you come 
from ?” 
“ From Boston,” was the answer. 
A boat from the.biig, with four men and an officer, 
rowed to our schooner— came on the larboard side. 
[Mr Childs here objected to Mr Badlam, as an inter­ 
preter, because he asked the witness whether the boat 
came to the stern or how. 
Story, / . — Mr Badlam’aquestion was perfectly right, 
as the answer of the witness did not meet the question, 
as larboard or starboard is 
not a particular desig­ 
nation of any part of the vessel. 


M r Child— I wish to h*ve it noted here, that I dis­ 
tinctly object to proceeding any further in this trial with 
tins interpreter. 
A man cannot be a safe interpreter, 
when he is obliged to turn at every thud word, to two 
gentlemen at his side for the meaning. 
The two gentlemen referred to, at the request of Mr 
ClfiM, had ! cen permitted by the Court to set by the 
sworn interpreter, to aid him, ushe declared at the out­ 
sit, that he 
vr;is not familiar with ¡Spanish nautical 
terms. 
'I'he Court overruled the objection to the inter­ 
preter, and the witness proceeded 
The 3d mate, boatswain, carpenter and one sailor got 
into tho brig's boat, and went to the brig—that is, Jour 
men of the Spanish schooner embarked in the boat for 
the American brig. T here lite carpenter sits [here arose 
a brief, but most ferocious g a b b l i n g between the witness 
and Ruiz, who appeared ready to fly at each others 
throats]—the 3d mate ran away at Nazareth— the boat­ 
swain died at Fernando Po, u prisoner— Ddgardo was 
the name of the sailor, and he died in Boston Jail. 
I he 
people of the brig went below in the forecastle— the 3d 
mate* took the speaking trumpet arid sung out to the cup- 
tain o f our schooner : “ There is on hoard what you 
wish; what vou are looking for ; she carries $ ’20,000, 
as put down in the papers of the vessel ; the money is 
in 10 boxes, containing $2000 each.” 
The boatswain 
h«*ld up a handful of dollars and showed them to the 
captain, and afterwards threw them into the sea. 
1 he 
captain sung out, “ Very well, very well; let her be 
well scorched, and lei it all conic ou board. ” 
[At this stage of the examination, Mr. Child reiterated 
his objections to the interpreter, and Messrs. Shelton and 
Payton were sworn as assistant interpreters.] 
T he $20,000 were brought on board; it was money; 
I saw it with my own eyes from the top; the schooner's 
launch towed the American boat to the schooner- * * * 
1 looked so intently at what was going on in the brig, 
that the captain scolded me, and sent another man up to 
look out; four men then went on board the brig; they 
were Garcia, Montenegro, Costilo, and lluiz [all in 
court]. 
1 was in the tops; told the captain there was a 
sail in sight; “ W here away?” said he, “ Astern of the 
American brig.” 
“ How close?” 
“ So nigh, I can 
see her 3 masts.” 
At this time, one of niv comrades 
in the American brig was standing gu,., i over the 
forecastle, with a handspike; the captain sang out to 
take them [brig’s crew ] out of the forecastle, and shut 
them up in the cabin; the 3d mate, with a sword, and 
a sailor, with a knife, then chased them aft from the 
forecastle to the cabin; the people were shut below with 
la padlock. 
After they were all shut below, saw smoke; 
hey all then started for the schooner, bringing a keg of 
butter and one of lard; when about half way to the 
schooner, 3d mate and boatswain got out of the Ameri­ 
can boat, and knocked her bottom out with something 
heavy; when our launch was hoisted, we turned a gun 
towards the brig, and 
made a round turn across her 
bows. * * * 
T he Pinda first made Cape Monte, on the Coast ot 
Africa— then Port Bazaar, staid there some days, took 
in water, &c.— one morning saw a frigate running down 
with all sails set—our Captain then ordered all the 
knives to betaken away from the crew —the frigate saw 
us, and sailed on the other tack— our Captain ordered 
us to weigh anchor, and with a light wind and oars 
we got out from Grand Bazaar— went to Cape Lopez— 
thence to the river Nazareth, in November, and left me 
ashore there to look after the slaves—the schooner 
sailed to the Isle of Principi, in January. 
Y\ hen they 
came back from Principi, they came running away, and 
they ran the schooner ashore, on the beach of Cape 
Lopez—the Captain came ashore at Nazareth— I was 
bis servant, and while setting the table I heard him tell 
the boatswain that he had to fly from Principi because 
the news of the American brig robbery 
had reached 
there—he had bought £250 dollars’ worth of provision, 
which he was obliged to leave— the schooner remained 
at Nazareth about 4 months,— when the English hove 
in sight with their boats, 
the carpenter went into 
he calia, took up the after scuttle, and put a brimstone 
match to a hag or keg of powder— the rest of the crew 
had all gone ashore— the carpenter then left in a canoe. 
Before he left he took the papers of the schooner, and 
brought them with him. 
The Captain and men all 
went to the negro barracks, and remained there till the 
English vessel went to sea. 
T’ko liritwli brig took the schooner oft’ to sea, but 
both came back again, and came to an anchor ; the 
English commander came on shore, and demanded the 
captain, mate, and carpenter ; captain hid himself in a 
negro h u t; the commander demanded them ofthe black 
king ; he refused to deliver them up ; the captain of 
the brig begau to fire on the town, from the pivot gun 
of the schooner Pinda, a 12 or 16 pounder, till she 
caught fire during the bombardment. 
After the English

I said there ware too many musquitoes here to throw 
away time in counting the money ; one of them replied, 
that it was the captain’s orders to count it, and leave 
five thousand dollars there for him. 
After his $5,000 
were left, there were about $6,000, which we took to 
the negro barracks. 
YY;e divided this money between 
us. * * * W e were sitting in a dark room; the carpenter 
and captain up stairs talking ; the carpenter came down, 
and said, “ T he captain is going to divide the money, 
und if a ll did not go and gel their share, there would be 
the devil to pay.” 
They all then went and got their 
share.

I delivered myself up at Fernando Po— myself, C'as- 
tilo, Montenegro and Garcia, and Delgardo, went there 
together in a boat—was t.ken in un Engfah transport 
to Ascension, Fierra Leon, back again to Fernando Po, 
then to Principi, back to Ascension, whore I found the 
rest of the prisoners, in custody.
